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■ George Niggemeyer, of Fox Lake, 
was found guilty of murder of John 
L. Johnson, of 4707 N. Dobey street, 
Chicago, whom he shot to death on 
Fox Lake, October 22, while the pair 
were duck hunting. Twenty-flve years 
imprisonment was the punishment 
selected by the jury. 

The case went to the jury late 
Thursday afternoon and for fourteen 
Jioufa the vote stood eleven for mur- 
der -against one juror who held out 
for manslaughter. At 9 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning "the jury reached a 
Ivrerdic^. ■ 

Attorney Wm. Deane, counsel for 
the defense, asked for a new trial and 
Judge Edwards set the matter for 
hearing for the 10th. 

The testimony showed that Johnson 
was killed shortly after 12 o'clock by 
Niggemeyer, who had been struck in 
the eye by a stray shot, and believe- 
ing that Johnson was' responsible, got 
. into ^ an argument with* him, and as 
the lattery started to row away, Nig- 
gemeyer, with an oath and threat, 
."I'll get you," pulled up his guii and 
fired, the charge tearing away a por- 
tion of the muscular part of John- 
son's arm and lodging in the back of 
his head. Johnson Ml back in hia 
boat and Niggemey/r ro,wed away.

State May Establish 

Another Fish Hatchery 

With 20,000,000 pike and pickerel 
to be the winter's output of the 
Spring Grove fish hatchery, activi- 
ties there have increased so enor- 
mously that the fish and game depart- 
ment of the state is considering the 
establishment of an additional hatch- 
ery elsewhere, says the Elgin Courier. 
All of these 20,000,000 pike and pick- 
erel will go into the lakes of Lake 
county, it is stated, and will be ready 
for Chicago and northern Illinois 
anglers in two or three years. 

Besides stocking the lakes of Lake 
county with thousands of bass this 
year, the Spring Grove hatchery also 
placed 200,000 fingerling and yearling 
bass all over the state, in addition to 
30,000 perch and 80,000 adult blue- 
gills. ■ 

Four million lake trout eggs from 
Lake Michigan are to be put into the 
hatchery this winter, and many im- 
provements are being made so that 
the output can be increased next year. 
This year was the first in four years 
that bass have been planted, and sev- 
eral lakes in McHenry county were 
stocked this year. /- 

In Lake county the various lakes 
that were stocked and the number of 
bass placed in each were as follows, 
with an additional 2,000 bass being 
placed in Fox river, near Grass Lake: 

Bangs," 3,C00; Channel, 4,000; Lake 
Zurich, 3,000; Duck, 1,500; Cedar, 
1,000; Third, 3,000; "Fox, 5,000; Pista- 
kee, 6,800; Loon, 2,600; and Nipper- 
sink, 2,800.— Richmond Gazette. 



Attorney C. C. LeForgee Wednesday 
closed hia three-day attack upon the 
indictments against Governor ten Small 
with a demand that Judge Edwards Bet 
aside each and every count in the bills 
and wipe out the entire proceedlnga 
from the court's calendar. 

LeForgee, in aumming up Wednes-- 
day, reiterated bia general cbareo that 
the fiangamon county ecand jury which ■ 
indicted the governor was "illegally " 
drawn" and that that jury had in its 
"special report" robbed the governor 
of his constitutional right to a hearing 
before conviction. 

Heaaid the juryfs report waa "an 
attempt of sinister forces uaing the 
grand jury to blacken the name of 
Governor Small before the people' of ' 
Illinois by prejudlng and convicting- 
bim without defense and without a 
trial." 

"The entire indictment," he said in 
conclusion, "is ao full of holes that it is ' 
hardJ;o believe that those who drew it ' 
ever expected it would come before any 
court for hearing." 

The high lights in the final arguments 
of Atty. LeForgee were: 

That the indictmenta do not set up 
particulars they are required, to in 
order that defendant can properly an- 
3*prthem. 

That the conspiracy charge doesn't 
show bow the money waa withdrawn, 
whether In the regular channels or 
illegally. 

That it leaves indefinite the point 
whether the money paid to the bank or 
was deposited. 

That it doesn't charge that Small got 
any of the money. 

Attorney Alexander F. Beaubien, 
local counsel for the defense, Wednes- 
day afternoon opened his attack to • 
quaah the indictment, charging embez- 
zlement, against Governor Small, im- 
mediately following the conclusion of

Tlie Sunday school will present, a 
very beautiful pageant on Sunday 
evening, December .25, (Christmas 
night.) . Also a Christmas tree and 
program by the- younger children of 
the Sunday school will be given on 
Saturday evening, December 24 
(Christmas Eve.) .: 

Nine of the officers and , teachers 
of the Sunday school were. at the con- 
ference on religious'education at Lake 
Villa last Saturday. One of the' main 
features was the address by Doctor 
J. E, Stout, professor of religious 
education in Northwestern university. 
Dr. Stout called attention to the 
situation now confronting us in which" 
the people of nearly all communities 
are spending huge sums for secular 
education, which is not only proper, 
but necessary, while they are -doing 
very little in coniparisoh for the reli- 
gious training of the children. He 
pointed out that the child is given an 
average of about- nine hundred class 
periods of instruction a year in the 
training that fits him. for the things 
of the- material life chiefly, while, if 
the child, ia one of those fortunate 
enough to he in Sunday school, he 
gets thirty^periods- a year to fit him 
for the higher things of the religious 
life which will enable him to stand 
in the days of spiritual and moral bat- 
tle that will come to him so surely 
and so often in his life. This ex- 
treme meagemes of provision for 
religious education of children, he de- 
clared, accounts for a very large part 
of the moral failures so piteously 
coming te light in the police and 
other courts. 

Dr. Stout told of a number of com- 
riiunities where plans now in opera- 
tion are giving- to the children two 
to four hours a week, on week days, 
of tlie very best religious instruction, 
and urged the commuities represent- 
ed in the conference to take the mat- 
tre up and plan to do something about 
it. Antioch will take it up for con- 
sideration soon. 

Seventeen of our people attended 
the great .reh'eious pageant, "The 
Spirit of the Fathers" in Orchestra 
hall Tuesday evening. This was one 
of the greatest events in this part of 
of the. United States for years. It 
was put on by the methodist churches 
of Chicago area. 

Special attention is now being call- 
ed to the great All Chicago and Vici- 
nity evangelistic campaign, under the 
leadership of the Chicago Church fed- 
eration, which includes all the 
churches of the various denomina- 
tions in Chicago and vicinity. Antioch 
churches are: included in the great 
movement. The period of preparation 
extends to New Years. The period 
of the actual campaign of soul-win- 
ning extends" from New Years* to 
Easter. The pastor has announced 
that the prayer meeting hour, 7:30

people to Christ, This ia in co-opera- 
tion with the general plans of the 
whole body of churches for the period 
of preparation. 

Last Sunday mornings the sermon 
showe(f that the world's history is 
properly divided into two great 
periods, before and since his coming 
was the introduction of Christianity, 
the greatest of all forces in history.

It was 
shown that the y^ord "lost" as used 
by Ciiriftt and thc apostles means 
completely ruined, and that Christ 
taught in thc most emphatic language 
possible that men are "now lost and 
the only possible escape for them 
from utter and final ruin is to get 
them saved very soon, because their 
lost condition soon becomes fixed and 
irrevocable and . unchangeable. The 
discourse closed with an impassioned 
appeal to, every follower of Christ to 
be out after the lost, meaning every 
one who is not definitely saved by an 
active christian faith and life.

The 
gilt was bred again, 'and Thurbert 
went right ahead. caring for his pig. 
The second litter brought eight pigs, 
all alive, and things looked consider- 
ably brighter for Uie hoy, Tlie one 
pip from the first Utter sold about Uils 
time for .?-i.'T, and two of the new ones 
for .«]5 each, so that after -paying his 
note with Interest Thurbert had $22 
loft.

" Last week's organization work for 
the U. S. Grain Growers ranks as the 
best to date, from the standpoint of in- 
crease in memhership. All previous 
records were broken by an increase of 
1905 mernhera for the six-day period. 
.Illinois is still far in the' lead, with 
7,301 ^ower contracts si^ed. 

Nebraska has nearly 5,000 con- 
tracts, which are said to represent 
13,500,000 bushels of grain and the 



has ultimately come out of the pror 
ducers'- income. 

The farmers' problems are hoirig 
considered and' acted upon-as never 
before, due to organized effort on the 
part of farmers. 

The national organization depends 
for its support on the GounTy'Farm 
Bureaus, and receives 50 cents per 
year of the individual membership 
dues.

The U. S. Grain Growers is now 
the-' foremost grain producers co- 
operative organization in the world, 
with a membership in- thirteen states 
of 2G,012 farmers and 737 elevators, 
and represents m'ore than 50,000,000 
bushels of grain. It is expected that 
the organization will be twice 'this 
size by next spring. 

The work began in this state last 
August. The national membership of 
the farmer-owned company has pro- 
gressed at the average .rate of 250 
new members a day. 

The county farm bureaus of Illi- 
nois and the Illinois Agricultural as- 
sociation have been backing tht 'rew 
corporation in its organization work 
in this state. Mr. Gustafson, presi- 
dent of the Grain* Growers' address- 
ed the county agents' meeting at the 
stock yards, Chicago, on Novem- 
ber 30. 

He said the purpose of the Grain 
Grawers' association is to eliminate 
the loss and unnecessary profits that 
take place between producer and con- 
sumer, A few cents each on millions 
of bushels of grain results in a big 
sum of money saved for the pro- 
ducers.

to the premises of one of Oie members 
of tlie "ring," whose hogs were sick 
at the time the threshing was done 
on }il£ farm about 10 days previous. 

The owner of tlie sick hogs failed 
to recognize the nature of tlie disease, 
and In his eafe'eniess to care for his 
crop Willie the weather was favorable,

"Threshing i'lngs" are quite popular ^ 
and no doubt under present conditrons 
crops can bo bundled speedily and 
economically In this way, but the dan- 
ger of currying liog cholera from In- 
fected bog hits sbonld be kept In mind 
and precautions taken to avoid It In 
tlie Instance' cited the thresher was 
set In the hog Jot, although It was 
known iit the time that some of the 
hogs were sick. 

It is much fiafer to tlirosh grain In 
the field and avoid driving Into In- 
cloBures where hogs arc kept If driv- 
ing through the hog lots Is unavold-. 
able, the members of the "threshing 
ring" are advised to rinse their shoe* 
In a disinfectant and remove Uielr 
overalls; also wash their horses' feet 
and legs and the wheels of llie wngon ■ 
with the disinfectant before returning ' 
to. their own premises, and especially 
their hog lots.

Burnero to Economize on 

the Fuel Bill. 

(Prepared by the Unhvd Btatei. Department 
of AKrlcuHure.) 

Fuel saved is money saved. When 
a Blow conl or wood tire Is kept all 
day to heat the kitchen, select foods I 
that require long, slow cooking. | 
Beans, peas, ronnts, and puddings can I 
be baked In the oven and cereals can 
be cooked In the double boiler on tiic 
top of Uie stove. Broil by putting tlie 
broiler through the door over Uie fire 
box, rulher than by taking off the 
lids and cooling tlie fire. 

With guH and oil atoves, reduce, by 
careful munugement. the number of 
burners used. Regulate tlie size of 
Uie flame. Turn the flame down after 
the boiling point Is reached. 

The . United Stales Department of 
Agriculture advises using double lioll- 
ers, Bteamers, and ctijopurtment ves- 
sels whldi flt over oii« burner. Cook 
eggs or »mall vegetables la Uie bot. 
torn part of the double boiler while 
cereal 1b cooking In the upper part 
A colande^^)r a wire-basket fitted over 
a Hauc<n>an makes. a good steamer;

WAY TO RAISE BREAD DOUGH 

Flreless Cooker Will Serve PurpoM 

and Provide Even Temperature 

Which Is NecesGary. 

In very warm or very cold weather 
It is often diflicult to malnluin an even 
temperature In which lo allow a bread 
dough to rise. If .a sponge Is set at 
night, It fihouId.be kept ut ordinary 
room tenipernture (GO degreefi to 75 
degrees F.), depending on how long It 
Is to stand, mya the United States 
Department of Agriculture. When- 
ever a dough huB been prepared (as 
dlBtlngulKlied from a Bponge) the tem- 
perature should be fairly warm — be- 
tween 80 degrees and 80 degrees F. 
A good way to uhsuvg an even tern-, 
peroture In either case, It is suggested, 
Is to set the sponge or dough In the 
flrelcss cooker, using a thermometer to 
start with, to determine the tempera- 
ture when the dough or spoage Is pnt,

Elements that make real" estate of a 
community valuable are' essentially 
the same as those that ninke the bu- 
siness of the community ^vorth while. 
The following extracts from "The 
Bulletin" show liow neoesaary com- 
munity interest and «o-operation is 
to the success of any town; 

Possibly , some might question the 
statement if we were to make the 
bold assertion that business in the 
average town is effected to a. very 
marked degree by the. real estate 
valuation in the town and community. 

But as a 'matter of fact the ele- 
ments that contribute to make real 
estate valuable are essentially the 
same that make business in general 
worth, while from a financial point of 



view. 

For instance — go out there in your 
own town, regardless of where, you 
may be located, and make inquiry 
concerning the value of land. You will 
soon iind that the farm located five 
or ten miles from town, other things 
being equal, can be purchased for 
much less money than a similar farm 
adjoining the town. But why ? That 
is the question that the merchant 
should ask— why should an acre of 
farm land one mile from town be 
worth more than a similar acre seven 
miles from the same town? One 
acre will produce as much wheat, 
corn, oats, potatoes or other market- 
able product as the other. But it 
should be remembered just here that 
distance "has something to do with 
the product's marketability— also it 
should not be forgotten that the 
town has much to do with the prob- 
lem of marketing the product of the 
land. , ■ ■ 

A -farmer living in a western com- 
munity boasted that he saved money 
on a bill of clothing purchased in a 
city distant from his home town. This 
man had been to the city primarily to 
attend the funeral of a relative, but 
while there on the sad mission he took 
advantage of the opportunity of sav- 
ing money on certain clothing needed 
to replenish his wardrobe. 
. . Now of coui-se, the clothing mer- 
chant in his town would say that the 
farmer did not know that he was sav- 
ing money because he was not a critic, 
- he was not a judge of merchandise! 
But granting that -the goods pur- 
chased was of the same brand as that 
handled by the local dealer there is 
still a question as to whether he really 
saved money in the long run— for 
when he purch'aseiT goods in the-city 
he took business from his home town 
and the value of his own property, the 
land owned was affected. He should 
know that the value of his property 
depends upon the value of other pro- 
perty in the community;' he should 
consider that the value of not only his 
land but the products he has to mar- 
ket is effected by the success of the 
merchant in his town. 

In a town in New York a speaker at 
a great "get-together" meeting of the 
people of the community, from' the 
country as well as fromthe town, had 
urged all to support home business 
and home institutions. He explained 
the economics of community, co-op- 
eration and showed how the churches, 
schools and business were very large- 
ly dependent upon one another. Later 
some one asked why he had not in- 
formed the people that they might 
save money by selling the things they 
had to sell on the home market and 
then going to some the larger cities 
of the state to buy the things they 
were compelled to buy." Immediately 
the speaker countered the question by 
asking something about fam valua- 
tion in that county. He was informed 
that farm land was at that time worth 
about $(^0 to .?1<30 per acre. 

When he asked why one farm 
should be valued at ?1*J0 per acre 
which another could be bought for $G0 
per acre it was explained to him that 
the farther the farm was located from 
town the less it was. Then he at 
once asked the people to consider the 
proposition of every one buying all 
the commodities possible as far away 
from home as possible. He asked 
them to think of buying all ■ thier 
groceries, shoes, hardware, furniture, 
etc., in the city' two hundred miles 
away. Then he asked what would 
happen to the business at home, and 
of course he did not have to argue 
that in such a case the local business 
■would soon die— but with it neces- 
sarily go every institution of the town 
that depended upon people for sup- 
port. Then he asked what would 
happen to the farmer whose land was 
valued at $160 per acre because it 
happened to be near the town. 

It is said by scientists that -thinking 
is one of the hardest things for one 
to do. Possibly that ia why so com- 
paratively few really think about the 
■fundamental problem of working to- 
gether in developing business in the 
home community. 

So in brief, answering the question 
"what makes farm values in your 
community ?'j Mr. Merchant, you will 
find that the same things that con- 
tribute to your business success and ' 
increase the value of your store Berve 



to advance, the price of farm lands in 
I your territory. Then this being true 
every ni'erchant 'should have a vital 
interest in everything that has a ten- 
dency to bring about a' closer rela- 
tionship, among the people of his 
town and the community at large, We 
have gotten past the stage of think- 
ing that, business .stops with the im- 
aginary line . separating the town 
from the sun'ounding country. Tlie 
fact that a man happens to live four 
or five or six or more country blocks 
from the center of the town docs not 
mean that he has no interest in the 
business development of the town— 
his market place and the place his 
family turns to for church, education 
and social, advantages. Neither does 
it mean that the business man, the 
merchant, has no direct interest in 
the welfare of the man and his family 
because he is outside the town proper. 
In fact we are coming more and 
more to appreciate the fact that the 
man living several miles from town 
may be, and indeed often is, just as 
thorough a business man as the one 
who spends his time in a store on 
Main street. 

So long as the man living outside 
the city or town limits lends his sup- 
port to the upbuilding of the com 
munity as a whole he should have a 
place on the councils of the citizen- 
ship of the town as well as. the coun- 
try, that is so far as the general com- 
munity interests are concerned. On 
the other hand the far-sighted mer- 
chant will always endeavor to co- 
operate with the people of the entire 
community in matters involving the 

prosperity of the people at large for 

the things that help the business of 
one class in the community are bound 
to exert an influence on every other 
interest.

Inp plants have been built by poultry 



bird Ens Deen- properly- sTuck they 
come out very easily. The tall and 
Jarge wing feathers are removed first 
after which the body feathers ar^ 
pulled out, When ffie turkeys are to 
be marketed locally or are to be 
shipped but a short distance, they are 
cooled to a -temperature of about 35 
degrees Fahrenheit by Imnging in the 
open air, provided the weather Iff cold 
enough, Dthenvlee they are plunged 
nto lee water and kept there until 
thorouj5liIy cooled. , . 

After cooling they are packed un- 
drawn In boxes or barrels. It is In- 
advisable for the producer wltht.ut 
proper refrlgeriUhlg facilities' to shin 
dressed turkeys, as losses from Im- 
proper cooUng and from their hulng 
exposed to warm weather during tran- 
sit are liable to occur. Aside from 
this It Is seldom jirofitable to ship tur- 
keys any great distance except In car- 
load lots; when this Is done the lur- 
koys are cooled to 32 degrees Fahren- 
heit, packed In boxes or barrels, and 
shipped In refrlgornror cars.
